Deet-Say. Bloom 13” x 8”, plant 7 feet. This 
sensational two toned dahlia was awarded a 
silver medal certificate at the 1942 A. D. Show, 
New York. The highest award given in the 
seedling class. It is a great grower and doer, 
and like its seed parent (Jane Cowl) is a heavy 


The medal winning blooms of both these super 
dahlias were grown by Mr. and Mrs. Swoboda for 
us in their small back yard garden in North Jer- 
sey, and without the use of high powered fer- 
tilizer. 

The plants were trained to four, six and ten 
canes with no noticeable difference in the size or 
auality of the blooms produced by any of the
